touching matters of high nature, vnfit foz vulgar diſcourſe,doth dayly moꝛe and moze increaſe: 
wee haue thought it neceſſary to redouble Our Patncely Direction , and ſtrait Charge in that 
behalte; wiſhing all men to reſt allured, that howſoeuer Our owne nature hath bin alwayes 
pꝛone bnto mildneſle and clemencie; yet we are, and ſhall be ſenſible of ſuch pꝛelumption, ſo 
highly and directly affronting Us in our Royall tommandement. 

And therefoꝛe Wee doe by thele Pꝛelents eftſoones charge and tom mand all maner of per- 
ſons, of what eſtate oꝛ degree ſoeuer , That from hencefoozth they pꝛeſume not to offend a- 
gainſt Our ſaid fozmer P2oclamatton , either by licentious and bold Speaking oz Waiting, 
02by applauding, entertaining, couering, oꝛ concealing ſuch vnfitting Diſcourſe, vpon pane 
of Our indignation and diſpleaſure , and whatſoener other puniſhment ſhall bee meete to in; 
flict vpon ſuch Delinquents, | | 

And Wee doe further charge and command, not onely Our Officers and Mimſtcrs, but 
all other our louing Dubiects, as they tender Our pleaſure, and will anlwere the contrary, 
that they vſe all diligence to diſcouer and bangto Juſtite, allſuch as ſhall offend in either kind, 
_— men know, that wee will extend the like ſeneritie towards the remiſneſſe of ſuch, 


who ſhall conceale, as againſt the boldneſſe of audacious Pennes and Tongues, ſo vnreſpec- 
tine of duetie to Gouernment.
